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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First Applicant argues that the Van Schle does 
not disclose the longitudinal support is "substantially symmetrical" to the longitudinal axis of the tubular graft body. The use of the 
language "substantially symmetrical" is terminology of relative degree and has no basis of comparison. In response to applicant's 
argument that Van Schie fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., portions of the support member at a distance from the centerline) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant additionally argues that Van Schie does not disclose curved extremities. According to the 
Examiner's understanding, the rounded ends which could be welded balls inherently must be curved. Anything that is round has a curve. 
Applicant also argues that the longitudinal support of Van Schie extends past the stent framework. However, the Examiner does not 
agree with this assessment. Acording to the Figures it can be said that the support members are between the stent, but do not show any 
portion extending past as Applicant alleges. Applicant also argues that the White/Jayaraman rejection was based on hindsight. Applicant 
alleges there is no motivation suggested by the Examiner. However, the Examiner clearly provided a response to this argument 
previously presented in the Final rejection, in that it is well known in the art to utilize structural element with grafts for the purpose of 
preventing collapse or kinking as this is well known. Since applicant has failed to traverse the examiner's assertion of official notice, thus 
the incorporation of structural elements is common knowledge or well-known in the art and taken to be admitted prior 
art because applicant has failed to traverse the examiner's assertion of official notice. 
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
